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Two towns united in 
mourning after popular 
teacher’s tragic death

TWO 

communities - in 
Cowbridge and in 
Monmouthshire - 
are united in grief 
after the sudden 
death of a popular 
teacher. 

Tanya Floyd, aged 40 
and a mother of three 
young boys, died 
suddenly and 
unexpectedly on 
October 17. She taught 
in Undy Primary School 
in Caldicot three days a 
week, and volunteered 
regularly at her 
children’s primary 
school, Y Bont Faen, on 
the other two days. 

The family told The 
GEM that they were 
still in shock, but are 
very grateful for the 
love and support shown 
to them from friends 
and the conununities 
affected, at this 
heartbreaking time. 

The outpouring of 
grief from the 
community in general 
has been so great that a

JustGiving page set up 
in her memory has 
aheady passed £4,200 
in under a week, a true 
testament to Tanya’s 
memory. 

Tanya was a 
Cowbridge girl, brought 
up in the town by her 
parents, Peter and 
Katrena Clinton, along 
with her two brothers, 
Paul and John. She 
went to Y Bont Faen 
Primary, and then on to 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive School. 

She qualified as a 
teacher in 1998, and her 
first job was at Undy 
Primary. She never left 
and, in her 17 years 
there, she was a much 
respected and loved 
nursery, and more 
recently reception, 
teacher. She was also 
the PE co-ordinator. 

She met her husband, 
Mark Eloyd, in 
Cowbridge as a 


teenager and they 
bought a house in 
Llanharry. They had 
three children - all 
boys. Joseff and Elis are 
10-year-old twins, and 
Einley is eight. 

Although they lived 
in Llanharry, their 
social life revolved 
around Cowbridge, and 
Tanya was a regular on 
the touchline at 
Cowbridge junior rugby 
and football matches, 
encouraging and 
supporting her boys and 
the whole team. 

Tanya and Mark 
were married in the 
Ramoth Chapel in 
Cowbridge, where the 
celebration of her life 
will take place 
tomorrow (Eriday, 
October 30) at 12 noon. 

The family have 
asked everyone to wear 
bright colours please. 
Eamily and friends will 
be welcome at the Bear 
Hotel afterwards to 
remember Tanya.

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Counting the cost 
of party’s promises 


T he list of 
promises for 
projects 
across the Vale 
continues to grow 
apace and suddenly 
the focus is on the 
Dinas Powys 
bypass. 

Apparently, even with 
huge financial problems 
for both the Vale 
Council and the 
Assembly, firm 
commitments have been 
made by the local MP’s 
office that if 
Conservatives win the 
Assembly elections, they 
will build the long- 
awaited bypass. 

This does raises a 
number of questions: to 
make such a promise, 
they must know how 
much it will cost. They 
also must be able to state 
where in the list of road 
schemes this particular 
scheme will fit. 

After all, many 
communities and 
businesses are lobbying 
for road improvements 
all over Wales. 

We also need to know 
what will be the level of 
financial support that 


will be available from 
Westminster - at present, 
the UK Government is 
reducing the funding for 
Wales. This is quite a 
challenge to address 
unless you are making 
empty promises. 

One major issue is the 
Conservative support for 
a billion pound M4 relief 
road around Newport. If 
this project does go 
ahead, it will wipe out 
most of the available 
resources, not only for 
any other road, but also 
schools, hospitals and 
industrial development. 

However, as the Tory 
Assembly group is split 
down the middle, they 
are not really in a 
position to tackle this. 

We also know that the 
realistic choice next year 
is between tired stale 
Labour and their dismal 
record, or Plaid Cymru, 
fresh with ideas and 
determination to 
improve the nation. 

The Conservatives 
have no chance of 
forming a government in 
Wales.

headteacher, Mark Gunn, 
said: “We are united in 
our grief at the sudden 
and tragic loss of a dearly 
loved friend and 
incredible teacher, who 
will be missed terribly by 
our school community. 

“Mrs Floyd was the 
most caring, positive and 
calm lady whose 
empathy and 

thoughtfulness we will 
never forget. 

“Our deepest 

sympathy, thoughts and 
love are with her family, 
her husband and three 
precious boys at this 
desperately tragic time. 
Our Undy family will 
never be the same again. 
Mrs Floyd will always be 
with us, her laugh and 
beautiful smile forever in 
our hearts.”

1 HAVE been very moved 
by the poppies that 
have been erected on 
the lamp posts in 
Cowbridge and 

Llanblethian and the 
stories that they tell. 

I would like to thank the 
volunteers who put them up. I 
know that John Trott and David 
Howells were the volunteers who 
put them up in the Westgate end of 
town. 

I read the one on the comer of 
the High Street and Llantwit 
Major road with interest, as our 


house was mentioned. It reads 
David Robert Bond lived at Rock 
House (then Rose Cottage). 

When my husband and I bought 
Rock House we were handed all 
the old deeds and leases for the 
property going back to 1824, 
when the land was owned by the 
Marquis of Bute. Rock House 
was built in 1903 by Henry and 
Ann Trott, who in 1901 lived in 
the West Toll Gatehouse where 
Ann was the toll gate collector. 

The records we have show that 
Rock House has been called Rock 
House since it was built and was 
referred to as Rock House in a 
legal mortgage document dated 


1912. 

A John Bond appears in our 
documents as a west end haulier 
who owned the land next door to 
Rock House back in 1903 and no 
Bonds are recorded as having 
lived in Rock House. 

I believe that the house next 
door (now Westgate lodge) was 
possibly called Rose Cottage and 
this is where David Robert Bond 
may have lived, and been the son 
of the John Bond mentioned in our 
documents? 

If anyone can shed any light on 
this I would be delighted to know.

New technology and the taxi trade... 

Should Uber 
be welcomed 
in Wales?

THE leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives says the arrival 
of the online taxi company 
Uber should be embraced in 
Wales - but that is not 
necessarily the view of taxi 
firms in Barry. 

Uber is a smartphone app that taxi 
customers can download. A car can 
be booked at the touch of a button - 
and when the customer arrives at the 
end of the journey the payment is 
processed automatically. The fare is 
paid to Uber online which takes a cut 
and then pays the driver. 

Making comments on a Welsh 
Conservative forum, regional 
Assembly Member Andrew RT 
Davies said innovation should be 
welcomed: “Welsh Conservatives are 
the party of the entrepreneur, the 
grafter, the innovator which is why 
technology should be embraced - not 
feared. 

“Take the row over Uber, for 
example. Its arrival in London has 
provoked a strong response from taxi 
drivers and Transport for London - 
and the same controversy has raged in 
Cardiff since Uber announced its 
intention to launch earlier this year. 

“Ultimately, all people want is 
access to a reliable, safe and 
convenient transport network and 
that’s why Uber deserves a chance in 
Wales. 

“The traditional black cab is a 
wonderful thing. It’s part of our 
history. In a sprawling, complicated, 
urban land mass like London, 
‘knowledge’ is a valuable tool. But 


the Mayor of London is right - the 
public has a right to choose between 
the high-end service offered by the 
hackney carriages and the low-cost 
convenience of Uber. Competition is 
a good thing.” 

Uber operates with private hire 
licensed drivers. 

But Iqbal Miah the co-owner of 1st 
Line Taxis in Barry said there are 
more than enough taxi drivers in the 
Vale and companies like Uber could 
bring it to saturation point. 

1st Line Taxis employs a total of 
46 people, some in the office and 
some out on the road. 

He explained: “The taxi trade is 
well run by the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council. If people have a problem 
with a local taxi firm they are able to 
talk directly to them. The customer 
has a direct contract with the taxi 
firm - with Uber, it is indirect.” 

Mr Miah said that local firms were 
also moving forward in terms of 
using new technology and it would be 
unfair for a big company to move in 
to the Vale, endangering the 
employment of local people. 

In some ways, the controversy over 
Uber mirrors the march of 
supermarket chains - with 
independent and family owned shops 
often losing out. 

Big cities like London and Cardiff 
are grappling with the issue raised by 
Uber - in the future, it could be areas 
like the Vale and Bridgend too.

COWBRIDGE is 
attracting much

recently, in Afghanistan 
in 2014. 

In many instances the 
poppies contain not only 
the name, but where that 
man lived, where he 
worked or some other 
connection to Cowbridge 
and, where possible, the 
poppies have been placed 
close to the address 
where the man lived.

worked or had links. 

David Howell, the 
Royal British Legion 
Poppy Appeal organiser 
for Cowbridge, 

explained: “We thought it 
was important to 
remember that the names 
on the Cowbridge War 
memorial are not just 
names, but men who 
lived and worked in the 
town and who spent their 
everyday lives here. 

“We believe linking 
their names to the places 
they lived or worked will 
help raise awareness that 
they are more than just 
names, they were real 
people. 

“These men, and those 
of Llanblethian, where 
there are another 16 
poppies to commemorate 
those on the Llanblethian 
Memorial, including 
three brothers, were part 
of the heart and soul of 
the area. 

“They lived 

throughout Cowbridge 
and Llanblethian and 
their occupations 

included masters at the 
grammar school, 

bankers, a police 
constable, a monumental 
mason and a postman. 

“Some of these men 
also represented the town 
at cricket and rugby. 
They were individuals 
who had lives to live but 
sacrificed them for our 
future. 

“We believed these 
men should and must be 
remembered, hence their 
names and other 
information about them 
on the poppies. 

“We also thought they 
could help raise the 
profile of the Poppy 
Appeal in Cowbridge at 
the time we make our 
annual collection and 
help raise money to 
support the current day 
service men and women 
who have followed them. 

“Every pound 

collected is put to good 
use and your generosity 
would be much 
appreciated.” 

The Royal British 
Legion has also installed 
a display in the ojfices of 
The GEM newspaper, at 
53, East gate. 

We thank the Legion 
for its efforts, and hope 
that their hard work this 
year is rewarded by the 
people of Cowbridge.

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INVESTMENT IN THE VALE KEY TO 
REGENERATE OUR COMMUNITIES 


CROSS the 
Vale of 
L Glamorgan 
the Welsh 
Government is 
investing in towns 
and villages to help 
regenerate and 
sustain our 
communities and 
local economy. 

Over the past few 
weeks I have been 
joined by my colleague 
Lesley Griffiths AM, 
the Minister for 
Communities and 
Tackling Poverty , who 
has been visiting a 
number of projects and 
initiatives in Barry 
which have benefited 
from Welsh 
Government 
investment. 

She told me that 
since 2006, the 
emphasis on 
regeneration across 
Barry has evolved from 
predominantly 
environmental and 
infrastructure projects, 
to schemes which 
underpin more direct 
community welfare, 
social and housing 
benefits. 

She said: “Overall in 
excess of £15 million 
has been spent on 
regeneration during this 
period. The positive 
impacts generated by 
over 60 regeneration 
projects or schemes 
delivered, have and will 
continue to help create 


a positive legacy in 
terms of raising the 
profile of Barry Island, 
Barry town and the 
wider Vale area as a 
place to live, work and 
visit.” 

The 60 projects 
funded by the Welsh 
Government are located 
all over Barry, from the 
Gibbonsdown 
Children’s Centre to 
Castleland Community 
Centre, YMCA, 
wheelchair-accessible 
boat, Barry RFC, 
Porthkerry Country 
Park Forest Lodge, 
YMCA, Atal y Fro, to 
Weston Square play 
area, Holton Road and 
many more. The 
investment in Barry 
Island has funded the 
fantastic public realm 
works we now see 
along the promenade 
with the Adizone 
outdoor gym and beach 
huts to the lifeguard 
station at Whitmore 
Bay and Nell’s Point 
works. 

These are just a few 
examples of the 60 
projects funded by the 
Welsh Government and 
developed by the Vale 
of Glamorgan Council. 

Last week, we visited 
the slipway at No 1 
Dock with the Ocean 
Watersports Trust and 
ABP Chief Matthew 
Kennerly to hear about 
this successful 
community watersports 
development attracting 
interest from user 


groups across the Vale 
and beyond. 

We also visited the 
Pump House which is 
near to completion 
thanks to the inspiring 
Simon Baston of DS 
Properties, who has 
developed this ‘Live, 
Work and Play’ beacon 
in the Grade II listed 
landmark in the heart of 
Barry. 

The Welsh 

Government invested 
£800k in the 
‘enveloping’ of the 
Pump House to make it 
ready for development 
by the Vale Council. 

Alongside these 
developments we saw 
the next phase of the 
Waterfront housing 
development with three 
house builders working 
together to develop this 
new community at the 
heart of Barry near to 
all the facilities the 
town can offer - with 
many more to come. 

The key focus of our 
visit last week was to 
meet Laurie Stanger 
who recently moved 
into her new Taylor 
Wimpey home on 
Latitude at the Quays 
who said that the Welsh 
Government scheme 
‘Help to Buy’ had 
really helped her. 

In fact about 75 per 
cent of total sales in the 
new development by 
Persimmon, Barratt and 
Taylor Wimpey have 
been accessed by 
people using Help to 


Buy Cymru - our 
popular Welsh 
Government scheme. 

It is also great to see 
the new Barry Island 
link road progressing 
with the £2.1m interest 
fee loan from the Welsh 
Government to the Vale 
Council to bring 
forward this vital new 
link to the Island. 

The Welsh 

Government investment 
in our towns and 
villages extends beyond 
Barry to the whole of 
the rural Vale with the 
new Rural 
Development Fund 
(European and Welsh 
Government funding) 
opening up for 
applications for the first 
round of funding with a 
maximum project of 
£128,000 grant towards 
a total project value of 
£160,000. 

Grant is for capital 
only, but there is some 
scope to include some 
revenue costs for 
feasibility, planning 
fees etc. 

One of the key 
objectives of this fund 
is to: ‘Develop the 
resilience and capability 
of rural communities so 
that they are better able 
to cope with and adapt 
to change.’ 

Glamorgan Voluntary 
Service (GVS) and 
Creative Rural 
Communities are giving 
advice and support to 
groups who wish to 
apply and further

These are just some 
examples of the way the 
Welsh Government is

Amy Lavisher from 
Aberthaw Power Station, 
said: “It is an important 
habitat which includes 


woodland, a saline 
lagoon, storm beach and 
grasslands.” 

To maintain the 
natural ambience of the 
reserve, woodchip is 
used to cover paths that 
become muddy when 
wet. A water channel 
was cleared to encourage 
insects to breed, in turn 
providing food for the 
birds. A thorough beach 
clean was also carried 
out to collect plastic that 
is harmful to marine life. 


“It was a fantastic 
effort by the volunteers,” 
added Richard Little, 
station manager. “Many 
hands do make light 
work and I am very 
grateful to all those who 
took part.” 

Help was also 
provided by AN 
Supplies, who lent the 
team a generator so the 
group had power to make 
hot drinks, and Brandon 
Hire supplied temporary 
toilets.

Office (WAO). 

Quite an achievement 
and yet another reason 
and argument to make 
the stance of the Vale 
Council being a stand¬ 
alone council. 

Perhaps the Welsh 
Government should 
compare this council 
against others 
particularly the larger 
ones. This clearly puts 
to bed the argument that 
‘Big is Best’. My 
apologies to the other 
councils - but just 
making the point! 

The WAO found the 
council’s performance to 
be strong and its 
financial management to 
be effective. Most 
encouragingly, the 
auditors stated that our 
track record suggested 
that the Vale Council 
was well placed to 
improve further over the 
course of this year and 
next. 

The stated aim of the 
WAO is to “ensure that 
the people of Wales 
know whether public 
money is being managed 
wisely and that public 
bodies in Wales 
understand how to 
improve outcomes”. For 
the WAO, the national 
body responsible for this 
to have rated the Vale so 
highly speaks volumes 
about the hard work that 
is being undertaken 
every day by the staff 
and cabinet of the 
council to help navigate 
its way through a very 
difficult financial 
climate. 

I am also pleased that 
this last month was yet 
another busy and a 
hugely encouraging 
month for the Vale 
Council. Yet again the 
work of the council 
officers has been 
recognised, this time in 
the categories 
‘Integration and 
collaborative working’ 
as well as ‘Project of the 
Year’ at the National 
Construction Excellence 
Awards in London. 

Both were in relation 


to the work carried out 
in building the Penarth 
Learning Community 
(PLC), our new schools 
in Penarth. Although we 
did not win the top 
prize, the PLC Project 
was commended (third) 
as project of the year. 
The winner was Dawlish 
emergency project. 

I am equally pleased 
to be able to report back 
on the progress of 
several high profile 
projects that are 
currently on the brink of 
completion. Earlier this 
month my cabinet 
colleagues Coun Lis 
Burnett and Coun Stuart 
Egan showed two Welsh 
Government Ministers 
and a number of other 
guests around the new 
water sports facility at 
the Mole on the former 
number one dock at 
Barry Waterfront. 

The facility is run by 
the Ocean Watersports 
Trust, which is partly 
funded by the Vale 
Council, and will soon 
provide an opportunity 
for everyone to enjoy 
sailing and other pursuits 
on the open water. I 
wish them every success 
in the future. 

The group 

subsequently visited the 
new housing 
development on the 
waterfront before touring 
the renovated 
Pumphouse, also at the 
Waterfront, which is due 
to see its first 
commercial tenants 
move in over the coming 
weeks. 

Sitting at the heart of 
the town’s Innovation 
Quarter, the Pumphouse 
has been completely 
remodelled by the 
developer DS Properties, 
following a £1.6m 
investment by the Vale 
Council in 2013. 

The renovation is 
bringing back to life the 
once derelict nineteenth 
century local landmark 
and will provide a 
setting for restaurants 
and leisure facilities, as 
well as Barry’s first 
live/work apartments. 


By the time this 
article is read, a 
regenerated and 
rejuvenated Tenner Park 
will have been opened 
with a brand new 3G 
pitch and will have 
hosted its first sporting 
event. The new Tenner 
Park has been planned as 
a stadium open to all and 
I envisage much 
community use in the 
future, as well as hosting 
the regular football 
matches. 

Therefore, it is fitting 
that the first action on 
the artificial surface was 
a Vale under-6 s mini 
football festival. Barry 
Town United FC will 
play their first match on 
the new pitch on 
October 31 and I hope 
Gavin Chesterfield and 
his team enjoy their first 
run out on the pitch as 
much as the under-6s 
did. 

I am sure that many 
people will be reading 
this at the end of another 
busy half-term of trying 
to keep up with and keep 
busy their children and 
grandchildren. For those 
who are as worn out as I 
am after a week with my 
grandchild, perhaps it’s 
not a surprise to know 
that the Vale has some of 
the most active children 
and young people in 
Wales. 

This year’s school 
sport survey has 
revealed that children in 
the Vale are participating 
in sport in ever 


increasing numbers and 
that in a table of Wales’ 
22 local authorities, the 
Vale’s youngsters 
secured a top three spot 
for sporting activity. 

This is encouraging, 
as the more young 
people we can get 
playing sport the better 
and I like to think that 
these figures are in part 
due to the excellent 
work the Vale Council’s 
sports and play 
development team, who 
have put on a wide range 
of events to get young 
people active. 

There was an exciting 
programme of free play 
and sports opportunities 
delivered during the 
summer which included 
arts and crafts, den 
building, outdoor games, 
junk modelling, and 
sports. 

I’m sure many people 
will have been enjoying 
similar activities this 
half term week, so I 
would like to say a big 
thank you to the team 
yet again. 

I would also like to 
congratulate two young 
people who have been 
very active in the last 
month, on the campaign 
trail during Local 
Democracy Week.

TV PROSECUTIONS 


MORE than 26,000 young 
people between the ages of 18 
and 25 were caught watching 
live TV without a TV licence in 
the past year including 53 
young adults in Barry and 71 in 
Bridgend. 

The figures were released by TV 
Licensing. 

Catherine Grijfith-Williams, 
spokesperson for TV Licensing in 
Wales, said: “Every year myths 
circulate about when you do and don’t 
need a licence. 


“We want to make sure students and 
young people know one is needed by 
law to watch or record live TV, on any 
device including a laptop, tablet, 
mobile phone or games console.

PROJECT 


THE Ramblers Big 
Path watch project, 
which is an attempt 
to survey all the 
public footpaths in 
England and Wales, 
is continuing and 
Bridgend Ramblers 
and others have 
contributed to the 
project by 

surveying over 110 
square kilometres in 
Bridgend county 
borough. A similar 
effort is under way 
in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

A Bridgend Ramblers 
spokesman said: 

“Bridgend’s efforts have 
so far been concentrated 
in the south of the county 
and we have covered 
nearly all the squares 
between Pencoed in the 
east and Porthcawl in the 
west, and also from 
Coytrahen to 

Southerndown. 

“The northern half of 
the county needs a more 
concerted effort, with 
only sporadic squares 
covered in the Llynfi, 
Garw and Ogmore 
valleys. It is fair to say 
however, that these 
squares are the most 
challenging to cover! 

“Although 110 square 
kilometres have been 
covered, Bridgend 


County Borough covers 
over 280 sq km, so 
there’s plenty to go! 

“We’ve also tried to 
enlist the support of 
Swansea, NPT and Vale 
Ramblers to connect 
Mumbles lighthouse to 
Nash Point with 
surveyed squares. This is 
a more achievable 
objective, with only 10 
squares needing a 
survey. Although The 
Wales Coast Path 
connects these points, the 
survey also needs all 
paths in the square 
passed through to be 
checked. 

“You don’t have to be 
a member of ramblers to 
take part in the project. If 
you are someone who 
enjoys the countryside in 
your neighbourhood then 
why not take a look at 
the website 

www.ramblers.otg.uk to 
see if you can contribute. 

“The Bridgend effort 
has already identified 
over 130 issues with our 
footpaths, varying from 
barbed wire obstructions, 
unsafe styles to totally 
overgrown areas where 
the footpath is 
unrecognisable and 
impassible. There are 
many challenges ahead 
to improve our heritage 
of public footpaths that 
we can all enjoy.”

THE Vale Council has 
received a funding 
windfall of over £224,000 
to provide an economic 
boost to its coastal 
communities. 

The award has been made 
from the Big Lottery’s Coastal 
Communities Fund, which aims 
to encourage sustainable job 
creation in coastal communities 
across the UK.

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BOND IS BACK... 

and Spectre certainly 
delivers the goods! 


W HEN 
James 
Bond 

celebrated his 50th 
anniversary in 
2012, the release of 
Skyfall meant that 
there was more 
than just the usual 
level of interest in 
Britain’s finest 
cinematic export. 

A global box office of 
over $1 billion later, and 
Skyfall went from being 
another Bond film to a 
phenomenon in its own 
right. 

With star Daniel 
Craig and director Sam 
Mendes returning, 

Bond’s latest outing. 
Spectre, comes with the 
weight of expectation as 
the events of Skyfall are 
further explored. A 
cryptic message from the 
past leads Craig’s Bond 
to Mexico City and 
Rome. 

When he infiltrates a 
secret meeting, 007 
uncovers the existence 
of the sinister 
organisation Spectre, and 
along with Madeleine 
Swann (Lea Seydoux), 
he discovers a 
connection between 
himself and Oberhauser 
(Christoph Waltz), the 
man he seeks... 

It’s clear from 
Spectre’s opening, a 
bravura tracking shot set 
amidst Mexico’s Day of 
the Dead celebrations, 
that Sam Mendes and 
company aren’t resting 
on any laurels. 

If that film set the bar 
for Bond openings, then 
Spectre raises it, a 
wonderful set-piece that 


sets the tone for what 
follows in a film that 
acts as both a round-up 
of the Craig-era 
adventures of 007 and a 
wonderful entry in the 
overall canon. 

The tone of the Daniel 
Craig’s era as Bond has 
been realism, grounding 
the character 
emotionally and 
delivering stories that 
reflect the society we 
live in today. With 
Spectre’s plot of a global 
terrorist group working 
amongst us, and with a 
sub-plot surrounding 
surveillance and the 
necessity (or lack of) in 
basing decisions on 
computer, rather than 
human, judgement, the 
film is certainly steeped 
in realism. 

Yet there is also a 
lightness of touch 
present, a dash of Roger 
Moore to add to the 
Sean Connery stoicism 
we’ve seen so far. 

For Bond aficionados 
there are plenty of 
callbacks to previous 
entries to the series, and 
it’s a pleasure to see the 
film, having used 
previous outings to 
retool the character, 
embrace what has gone 
before, whether it’s a 
train-set fight that nods 
to From Russia With 
Love, to little subtle 
throwbacks to all eras. 

However, this isn’t 
just a film content to riff 
on past glories. 

Mendes’ direction is 
superb, stylish and cool 
with a keen eye for an 
action sequence, while 
Craig’s Bond seems to 
be allowing a little more 
light into his personality.

whether it’s his 
relationship with Q (the 
excellent Ben Whishaw) 
or in the few well-timed 
quips he’s afforded. 

That said, he does 
action and seriousness 
superbly well, and if this 
is his last outing as 007 
(which is unlikely), then 
he is certainly leaving 
the series having 
established himself as 
being up there with the 
best. 

Dave Bautista’s 
henchman is all 
physicality, little 
personality, while Lea 
Seydoux may be a Bond 
girl with a bit more 
substance, but her 
character feels more like 
a plot device than an 
actual character, despite 
the actress doing her 
best with flimsy 
characterisation. 

Ralph Fiennes enjoys 
his first outing at M, 
butting heads with the 
sly Denbigh (Andrew 
Scott) over the 
aforementioned subplot 
of the human touch 
versus the judgement of 
technology, while 
Christoph Waltz relishes 
the chance to attack a 


Bond villain with great 
gusto. 

It seems Waltz was 
born to be a Bond 
villain, but his 
performance has a 
pleasing feel to it, the 
actor delivering a little 
personality behind the 
megalomaniac cliche. 

While the plot is 
engaging, it does feel 
like it runs out of legs 
towards the end, as plot 
contrivance takes over, 
while the whole angle of 
Bond having a 
relationship with 
Oberhauser is strangely 
written and predictable, 
especially given the final 
reveal which, should you 
have read any rumours 
about the film, won’t be 
all that earth-shattering, 
but does place the final 
piece in re-establishing 
Bond conventions since 
Casino Roy ale. 

With a sense of 
finality about the 
conclusion (although the 
credits affirm that, as 
expected, ‘James Bond 
will return...’) and the 
tropes of Bond lore now 
fully coalesced, it will 
be exciting to see what 
is next for 007. In the 
meantime, however, 
you’ll be more than 
entertained by Spectre, a 
sparkling, if slightly 
flawed, adventure for 
Bond. 

VERDICT: Classic 
Bond retooled for the 
21st century. Spectre is 
wonderfully entertaining 
and satisfying entry in 
the James Bond series. 
Craig, Waltz and Fiennes 
are superb, the film 
looks absolutely 
beautiful and delivers on 
spectacle, and even if 
there are a few flaws, 
it’s still a superb effort. 
Recommended.

The doctor-turned- 
politician has also 
expressed concerns that 
the tax may impact

describes it as a 
“regressive tax”.

as possible to the concept 
of a healthy and balanced 
diet. 

“This will lead to a 
reduction in overall 
demand for sugary 
snacks and drinks, 
meaning less get 
produced as the market 
for these products 
shrinks and eating habits 
change. 

“In fact, the overall 
amount of sugar we 
consume as a nation has 
been falling for a while. 

“Attempting to coerce 
people’s diets through a 
regressive tax could hit 
the least well-off the 
hardest. 

“It may not in fact 
change peoples’ 

behaviour when it comes 
to buying fizzy drinks 
and sweets. 

“Moreover, the effect 
could be that some 


groups continue to buy 
these products and then 
compensate by buying 
cheaper, poorer-quality 
products in other areas of 
their diet. 

“This could lead to an 
increased consumption 
of fast foods and ready 
meals, which may be 
perceived as more 
affordable. As such, 
there could be further 
implications for public 
health not fully 
considered by those who 
would advocate a ‘sugar 
tax’. 

“This really is a hare¬ 
brained idea and seems 
to be more about the 
public profile of Mr 
Oliver than about 
changing our dietary 
habits for the long-term. 
This is best achieved 
through education and 
awareness.”

ADMIRAL NELSON - 

Flawed in love, 
a genius in war 


AN enforced 
change of speaker 
resulted in U3A 
Cowbridge 
members being 
entertained by Dr 
Malcolm Puntis, 
who gave a 
comprehensive 
account of the life 
and loves of 
Admiral Nelson. 

The future hero was 
born in 1758, one of 11 
children, and christened 
Horace (he changed his 
name to Horatio around 
1777 - this is when it is 
first used in official 
documentation). 

His father and 
grandfather were 
clergymen, as was a 
brother, but he, despite 
being a weakly youth, 
was sent to sea, where 
he promptly suffered 
from seasickness. 

Dr Puntis charted 
Nelson’s early naval 
career, where his rise 
from midshipman to 
Post Captain over eight 
years was punctuated by 
bouts of serious illness, 
probably recurring 
malaria, which was 
contracted in the East 
Indies. 

There were romantic 
interludes with several 
ladies, including 16- 
year-old Mary Simpson, 
with whom Nelson was 
said to be infatuated, 
but it was to the widow 
Erances (Eanny) Nisbet 
that he was married in 
1787. Prince William 
Henry gave the bride 
away and signed as a 
witness. 

The Erench 
Revolution was soon 
followed by war 
between Erance and 
Great Britain, which 
gave Nelson the 
opportunity to shine as a 
man of action. 

He lost the sight of 
his right eye at the siege 
of Calvi when stones 
and grit were thrown 
into it as a cannon ball 
struck a nearby rock.

belief. Nelson never 
wore a patch over the 
eye; there was no 
obvious damage to it, 
apart from pupil 
dilation. The Battle of 
St Vincent(1797) 
enhanced his reputation, 
but later that year he 
was shot in the arm at 
Santa Cruz, which 
resulted in an 
amputation above the 
elbow. 

A further injury was 
sustained in 1798 at the 
Battle of the Nile, when 
a blow to his head 
caused a laceration 
which bled profusely. A 
flap of skin fell over his 
left eye, making Nelson 
think he had been 
blinded. 

After his victory on 
the Nile, the Admiral 
went to Naples to 
recuperate. It was there 
that he met Emma 
Hamilton, wife of Sir 
William, the British 
Ambassador to Naples. 
They soon fell in love 
and their affair seems to 
have been tolerated, and 
perhaps even 
encouraged, by the 
elderly Sir William, 
whose own health was 
now failing and who 
longed for retirement. 

Hamilton showed 
nothing but admiration 
and respect for Nelson, 
and vice versa. Emma 
Hamilton and Horatio 
Nelson admired each 
other to the point of 
adulation. 

Nelson accompanied 
the Hamiltons on an 
overland trip back to 
Great Britain. 


A daughter, Horatia, 
born in 1801, was 
conceived on the 
journey. Later in the 
same year, at the Battle 
of Copenhagen, Nelson 
famously, when ordered 
by signal flags to 
discontinue the action, 
lifted his telescope up to 
his blind eye and said: 

“I really do not see the 
signal”. 

Nelson left his wife 
and purchased a house 
called Merton Place. 
There he lived openly 
with Emma and Sir 
William in a menage a 
trois that fascinated the 
public. 

Sir William died in 
1803. Nelson continued 
to live in the house with 
Emma and Horatia, 
until he left in 
September 1805 for 
Portsmouth, whence he 
departed for victory and 
death in the Battle of 
Trafalgar. 

The story of the 
romance of Horatio 
Nelson and Emma 
Hamilton lives on, two 
people described by 
contemporaries as a 
man whose “general 
appearance was that of 
an idiot, until he spoke,” 
and “the fattest woman 
I’ve ever laid eyes on”.
